2. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: newly 
amended claim limitations " initiate a first play of a bonus game, said initiation of the first 
play of the bonus game occurring independent from any outcome generated during any 
play of any other game", and "determine an outcome for the play of the bonus game, 
said outcome being determined independent form any outcome generated during any 
play of any game other than the first play of the bonus game" are not disclosed by the 
combination of references cited as prior art. Furthermore, Applicant’s arguments filed 
09/14/10 are persuasive.
